The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As previously 
indicated, neither Mita (JP'232) nor Mita '784 teaches or suggests those specific 
solvents listed in present claim 2. According to PTO's on-site oral English translation of 
Mita (JP'232), the reference only mentions pyridine, cyclohexanone and dioxane as 
solvents for its calixarene compound.
